WASHINGTON, 
Claude Pepper (D-Fla) tonight denounced the 
House investigation of Communist penetration 
in the movie industry as a threat to American 


civil liberties and advised witnesses to refuse to 
answer committee questions. At the same time Sen. 
Glen H. Taylor (D-Ida) characterized the committee 
as “fascist minded” and said its activities were 
“parallel with those of pre-war leaders in Germany,

Italy and Japan.” He congratulated witnesses sehed - 
uled to appear before the committee “on their fight 
«to "preserve the inalienable rights of freedom of em 
and thought.” 


STALINGRAD FOR FREEDOM 

Pepper told reporters that the investigation may be 
“the Stalingrad in the attack on civil liberties in this 
country.” He said that the committee was aiding the 
cause of fascists and “other totalitarian leaders” through- 
out the world. 


“IT would advise witnesses to stand up and say, ‘I am 
an American and it’s none of your business what I say, 
what I think and what I write,” he said. 


He made his remarks after he consulted at his office 
with attorneys Robert W. Kenny and Bartley Crum, rep- 
resenting 19 of the witnesses. 

“If you needed an index or sign indicating how much 
democracy has deteriorated today and the dangers facing 
the American way of life you can get it in the ‘Un-Ameri- 
can’ hearings today,” Pepper said. 

„Asked if the witnesses would not invite contempt 
proceedings if they refused to testify, Pepper said he 
had “complete faith that the courts would defend their 
rights.” 


FEARS MORE CENSORSHIP 


“I don’t know anything which gives fascists and 
other totalitarian leaders more pleasure than the spec- 
tacle of American producers intimidated and censored by 
a Congressional committee,” he said. 

He said the inquiry might be the wedge for censor- 
ship of the. press, radio and movies and challenged the 
committee to tell the people whether censorship is planned.

HAVANA, Oct. 21.—More than 500 workers of various political views began a hun- 
ger strike last midnight to demand their release from the Havana jail, where they have 
been held for the past six days. More than 2,000 mothers, sisters and wives of the 


prisoners yesterday marched around &. — 


the Presidential Palace In a demon- 
stration for the freedom of the im- 
prisoned workers. Thousands of 
women joined the demonstration. 
The police tried to disperse them, 


striking even elderly ladies, but the 
women held their ranks, crying 
“Liberty for our sons!” 


After a lengthy wait, a committee 
of the women saw President Grau 
San Martin, who told them the 
matter was in the hands of the 
courts, but that he would use his 
good offices 


The Havana bus workers are still 
holding out in their union head- 
quarters, under siege by government 
agents. Until now, they have been 
successful in keeping a paid official 
appointed by the Ministry of Labor 
from taking over their union. 


The chief of police, as a result of

Britain Plans 


To Curb Lords, 
Nationalize Gas 


LONDON, Oct. 21. — The Labor 
Government tonight announced 
plans to crimp further the none too 
robust powers of the House of Lords, 
drawing from Winston Churchill a 
denunciation of the proposal as “a 
deliberate act of social aggression.” 

Prime Minister Clement R. Attlee 
inaugurated a new session of parlia- 
ment after the summer recess with 
an announcement that the govern- 
ment intended to introduce leg- 
islation to halve the two years 
which Lords could delay the Labor- 
ite nationalization program. 

The government first announced 
its intention in a speech read by 
King George a little earlier. The 
speech also stated that the Labor 
Government intends to nationalize 
the gas industry this year. 

The King’s traditional speech was 
written for him by the Labor Gov- 
ernment. It showed that the mod- 
erate-led cabinet had yielded at the 
last minute to leftwing Laborite de- 
mands that the government destroy 

, any possibility of the Lords wreck- 
‘ing ‘the socialization program. 

The King did not mention the 
great iron and steel industry, basis 
of Britain’s economy, which ap- 
parently meant that the Labor 
Government had decided not to put

For Reich Industry

EN. LUCIUS CLAY, 
commander of U. 8. 
occupation forces in Ger- 
many, is home on a Visit

Moreover, we cannot turn 
the trick by -“building a fence 
around the Ruhr and feeding the 
miners,” he told one luncheon, but 
must. provide the same commodi- 
ties for all Germans throughout 
the zone. 

The final argument, upon which 
the general relies to make his 
point, are grim stories of what 
will happen if we don’t follow this 
policy. The Communist Party of 
Germany will grow stronger and 
come to power, and that will be 
the end of free enterprise in Eu- 
rope, the end, as they. say, of 
“civilization as we know it.”

PARIS, Oct. 21 —One of every three Frenchmen voted Communist in-last Sunday’s 
municipal elections in spite of the united anti-Communist campaign waged with unprece- 
dented violence, under U.S, State Department guidan 


neo-Fascists and ex-Petainists. 


While only 28 percent of the elec- 


torate voted Communist in Novem- 
ber, 1946, 31 percent of the votes 
cast Sunday favored Communist 
candidates. Although not getting all 
47 percent of the votes which op- 
posed the French Constitution last 
October under De Gaulle’s leader- 
ship, his Assemblement Du Peuple 
Francais (RPF) emerged as France’s 
unified reactionary front while the 
popular republican movement (Bi- 
dault’s MRP) lost most of its votes 
to the RPF. 


Socialists lost to Communists in 


almost every community where they 
ran independently but won positions 
in local coalitions with MRP. or 
RPF where these parties didn’t run, 
reactionary votes having then cen- 
tered on Socialist candidates. 
American imperialism’s main 
objective, openly dictated to Pre- 
mier Ramadier by Sen. Styles 
Bridges on the eve of the el¢c- 
tions, was to check and smash the 
French Communist Party. This 
main objective failed entirely in 
spite of every effort and prevoca- 
tion such as the especially-design- 
ed anti-Communist electoral law 
and the government’s stubborn 
refusal to settle the subway work- 
ers strike thus hoping to turn 
popular discontent against the 
CGT and Communist Party.

Fingers of U. S. Imperialists 
Closing Round. Britain’s Throat

ST BECAUSE Hector McNeil, the British delegate 
to the UN, always rises smilingly to make the speeches 


backing John Foster Dulles against Soviet delegate Vish- 
insky doesn’t mean that Britain and the USA are clasped in loving 
embrace. 

It is not only a handshake that McNeil feels in the presence of 
the Dulles mob: it is also “the fingers around the throat” as a visiting 
Frenchman put it. 

A significant dispatch from Washington in a recent issue of the 
New York Times rumbles with some of the behind-the-scenes wrestling 
that is going on between Washington and Lon- 
don. 

It seems that the British have been ordered 
by the State Department to reconvene the help- 
less 16 nations of Europe who recently signed the 
political IOU called the Marshall Plan. 

The British don’t want to recall these na- 
tions to another session. The State Department 
insists that Europe needs a “customs union.” 
Britain is afraid that this customs union -will | 
turn out to be a trade association taking orders 
from the Wall Street corporations with goods to 
sell overseas, 

In short, the British are mortally afraid that they are going to 
lose tl European market to their dollar-loaded partner. 

As a result of this British balking, you may expect to hear some 
of the more brutal Congressmen rant about the need for “freedom 
of trade” before Britain gets any more help. : 

Since the British are past masters of hypocrisy themselves, it is 
not easy to deceive them with this kind of tripe. , 

They know that behind the innocent lispings of the pro-Marshall 
Plan liberals concerning “freedom and all that,” here lurks the grasp- 
ing hand of the American banker-industrialists out to grab markets— 
especially the British.

THE BRITISH HAVE just been compelled to lower the tariffs 
which are the economic “iron curtain” around their dominions ‘by 25 
percent. | 

This represents another blow at the British by Wall Street export- 
ers. American tobacco is particularly involved here. Uf you 
would like to make some easy dough, therefore, the purchase of Ameri- 
can tobacco stocks on the Stock Exchange should be of help, at least 
for a short while.) 

It would be well to recall in this connection just what happened 
te the recent loan which our banker-diplomats in Washington handed 
te the British. 

The latest figures show that of the more than £2,200,000,000 already 
spent of the original $3,500,000,000, the British bought American tebacco 
with 33 percent of this money, raw materials with about 15 percent, 
and heavy machinery with less than 10 percent. 

It seems that the State Department Wopes to stave off communism 
in Britain amid a swirl of cigarette smoke, handing the British popu- 
lation, which is semi-starved already, a political smoke labelled “They 
Stupefy.” 

What the reader will notice in the above figures is that the Wall 
Street corporations have no intention of reviving and modernizing 
British industry as a competitor. The British have been forced te buy 
non-essentials from the Wall Street exporters. But only after these 
same exporters took care to increase prices by 40 percent, thus cutting 
the British loan’s value in half before it was even collected. *
